Up to the present time the month 
of June has been an unusually cool 
one. but "There are Others.'' In 
lKld it was so cold in June that the 
year waa known as a year without 
a summer. June of that year was 
as cold as February. Frost was 
common throughout all the North- 
ern Slates. Ten inches of snow 
lell in Vermont, seven inches in 
Maine and three inches in central 
New York. Even as late as July 
5 freezing weather prevailed in 
New England. Ice was common 
enough in New York auu in parts 
of Pennsylvania. But that was 
aw ay back youder and there are 
only a lew of us that have the priv- 
ilege of remembering what happen- 
ed in 1816. 

We had c pretty cold June two 
years ag i, and it was cold in the 
coast region as the result of a 
heavy snowstorm in North Dakota. 
On ihe (>th of June the temperature 
was down to 23 degrees at Boise, 
Maho, anil down to 2<> degrees at 
Baker Cit/, Oregon. On June 5 
mere was a heavy snowstorm on 
Lake Michigan. 

This ye..r harvesters wore their 
coals, many ot them buttoned up, 
nearly every day of the wheat-cut- 
ting season. Last Tuesday snow 
fell sharply for a few minutes in 
south Boston.
